The Applicant respectfully requests that the Office correct the record of the 
above-captioned patent application to show that the Applicant did not submit a non- 
publication request. 



Statement of Facts 

1. The Applicant filed U.S. Patent Application No. 09/888,384 on June 26, 
2001. The application claimed priority on Swedish Patent Application No. 0002418-2 
filed on June 27, 2000. 

2. When filing Application No. 09/888,384, the Applicant did not file a non- 
publication request. The Application Transmittal Letter filed by Applicant's counsel 
shows that the box associated with a non-publication request was not checked. A copy 
of the Application Transmittal Letter is attached as Exhibit A. 
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Customer Number 27045 

3. The Office issued a Filing Receipt together with a Notice to File Missing 
Parts on August 17, 2001. The Filing Receipt indicated that a non-publication request 
had been filed, but this was not noticed by the Applicant. A copy of the Filing Receipt 
dated August 17, 2001 is attached as Exhibit B. 

4. The Applicant filed a response to the Notice to File Missing Parts on 
October 12, 2001 Subsequently, the Office issued a second Filing Receipt on 
November 9, 2001, The second Filing Receipt also indicated that a non-publication 
request had been filed, although none was ever filed by the Applicant. A copy of the 
Filing Receipt dated November 9 f 2001 is attached as Exhibit C.
